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sible for the mischief he does. In education, we are 
advancing. A college is established, most judicious- 
ly located, and founded in prayer; and now that 11 
has jist commenced, the Lord has blessed it by con 
verting twelve of its members, who have consecrated 
themselves to the ministry. Itis located in Beivit 
where unexpectedly all the railroads will meet. Many 
of the churches sustain themselves, but others need 
aid. 

A letter was now read, addressed tu the Association. 
in his absence. by the delegate of the General Asso- 
ciation of Illinois. It represented that the Associati: n 
of Illinois were gratified with the visit of the delega'e 
from the Connecticut Association to that body. Six- 
teen years ago the first Congregetinnal church wes 
organized in that State. consisting of 18 meniver. 
most of them from Connecticut. They met in a ieg 
cabin; some came ten miles to attend meeting. Now 


there are 100 churches, most of them in the north «1 


the Siate. These churches have been gathered ty 
Home missionaries. It is now demonstrated by ex- 
perience that Congregationalism will do for a new 
country. The last meeting of the Association we: 
interesting from the reports of revivals and the fruiv 
of revivals. and we were shown that the true exten 
sion policy of the church is to preach and pray fo 
revivals of religion. Benevclent operatiens are ex 
citing much interest—" As freely as ye have receive 
so freely give.” As the ehurches of the West hav: 
become what they are by means of your Society, « 
for the future they will be dependent upon your & - | 
ciety for what they will be. Ino laboring for the 
West, vou ore laboring for yourselves as well as fo 
us. The West will soon be the center of power and 
of sufluence. 

The delegate from the General Association of 
Michigan, Rev. Mr Brown, was now invited to com- 
Muvicate to the Association. 

Theirs is comparatively a small body. There are 
in the State 170 churches, both Congregational and 
Presbyterian. Seventy three churches are connected 
with the General Association. But the greater num- 
ber of those now organized are in the Congregational 
form There are 50 Congregational ministers in the 
State. Last year there was a great increase in the 
membership of the churches. Most brought up a 
cheering report of the state of religion. Never were 
the reports more cheeriny, in the memory of the olc- 
@st associated with the churches. There was an in- 
crease in benevolent contributions, and a growing in- 
terest in this respect. As to temperance, we cannt 


report so favorable legislation; the laws are again-! | 


us; vet there is an interest on this subject in the 
churches. An increasing attention is paid to the 
Sabbath in that State; we now havea regular an- 
nual Sabbath Convention. Also, there is an in 


creased attachment to a settled ministry in the State. | 
Few ministers are settled. but churches now organ- | 


ized are beginning to settle their pastors. As to 
education, there are some 1389 Common School Dis- 
tricts, and eighty or ninety thousand youth are con- 
nected wiih these Schools. $140,535 are appropri- 
ated for Common Schools. The University is in a 
flourishing stae. Academies and High Schools are 
also prosperous. Some of our Common School ex- 
aminations are exceedingly interesting. There wa: 
such an interest in one he attended, that it was ke; 
up all night. There is a most indescribable attach- 
ment to the doctrines and usages of New-Eoglanc 
amongst the people. Such an attachment had often 
been expressed to him, though he was not from New- 
Esgland, having first stepped on her borders last F'ri-

Rev. Mr. Root having the floor, resumed his re- 
marks on the adoption of the minority report. He 
professed rome acquaintance with the slaveholding 
States; and though those who reside in the midst of 
slavery ought to know, and do know, about the evils 
attending the system, still it is in vain to say that we 
who reside at the North, know nothing about it. 
The laws of the South constitute the system, and we 
have read these laws, and are capable of judging of 
their justice or injustice. We know that a power is 
given by them to the master over the slave, which 
leads to cruelty of treatment where there Is @ dispo- 
sition : and we know that it is not in human nature to 
be put in possession of undue power, without, it 
mapy instances, abusing it.

The undersigned ‘\umbly submits, that this Inst case re- 
presents the state of (he mass of slaveholding church mem- 
vers. There are cases, no doubt, in which slave property 
falls by inheritance to a minor. While that heir is ~ minor 
it is strictly true, that he sustains a “ mere relation: a re- 
lation which he dia not originate : which, in his case, is the 
mere creature of law : and which he hae no power to «<r 
minate: and for which, of coura-, he is not accountabl- 
Hut when he ceasee to be a minor, and has legal power to 
act, and does as¢ in any way towards those slaves as si ves. 
then the “ mere relation’’ ceases; and whether his action b: 
right or wrung, he can no longer allege in ju-tification that 
he sustains a “mere relation.’ Hie conduct towards « 
certain clase of his t+llow-beings is now to be investigatcd 
But while there are these and other cases in which 
“mere relation” exists, the fact is net true of the grea’ 
mass of Cass: and our inquiry now relates to men who act 
in the relation of slaveioloers. 


The Mere Relation not Ali. 


It is necessary to advert very distinctly to this point, and 
to recur to it agein and agein- because the design an 
mesning of those who plead for ecclesiastical action 
towards slivehulders, is evidently misunderstood :—they 
are supposed to affirm that which they never dreamec of ; 
and positions are solemnly laid down and argu d, as it 
against them, which they have never denied. The senti 
ment stated in the following vote of the General Assembly 
(New School) has been for substance repeated many times, 
ee if it was the point in «ebate between them and those 
who wished for decisive ecclesiastical action. They say, 
in 1846, and repeated, 1849 -“ We cannot pronounce a 
jadgment of general and promiscuous condemnation, im 
plying that destitution of Christian principles and feelings 
which should exclude from the table of the Lerd, act who 
stind in the l-gai relation of masters and slaves, or jistily 
usin withho'ding our ecclesiastical and Christian fellow. 
ehio from them.” 

So far ag the undersigned is aware, the General Assem- 
oly has never been tequested to take any such step: and 
certainly not by this association No one asserts that 5 
‘mere lego! relation’ is the sin of any persons, except o 
those whe ins'itated it But it is affirmed that of the thou 
ands of slaveholders in the Presbyterian Church, with bu 
nere and there an eaception, they are “voluntary slave 
solders’. they do not merery “ ctend in a legal relation,” 
UL USE THE rOWkaR given by that legal relation tu hold thei: 
icHOW-men 48 siaves: depriving them of their most piccious 
aad sacred righis. Such slaveholders, we conceive, should 
aot receive “ ecclesiastical and Christian fellowehip.” Bui 
we are compelied to believe that the maas of slaveholding 
members and m-nisters of the Presbyterian churches ar: 
such siav holders: and we see no effort made by those 
churchea ‘o rid themselves of euch slavehoidera:-— on the 
contrary, their discipline is limited to cases of “ cru-| 
treatment,’ 6 exiled, the true nature of which we sha!! 
hav occasion to examine. 
Slaveholding church members at the South, use the 


» single instance, to rebut this prima facie evidence, by any 
‘festimony that they are excusable or justifiable in holding 
slaves, 

Analogies Clear. 

The undersigned thinks that men’s judgments would b 
unanimous in any analogous case. Thus, for instance, the 
system of ptracy, is “utterly at variance with the la of 
God" ——‘a violation of the most sacred rights of human 
nature.”’ Now if any one should be captured in a pirate 
‘ship, and be ‘ound among the crew, doing the ordinary 
work and fighting of a pirate sailor; that wou'd be con- 
idered prima facie and eufficient evidence that he wae a 
virate, and he would be condemned accordingly. Srili trere 
wuld be rocm for counter testimony. He might be abl: 
'O prove that his presence on board that ship was involun- 
tary-—that he had teen forced on board and compelled there 
‘0 work—and that his connection with the pirate ship was 
me which involved no guilt on his part. But before ac- 
quitting him, and much more, before receiving him to th 
hureh, we should expect that the strong preeumy tive evi- 
lence in his case, should be fully met ard refured. Just 
ao, when one partakee in the atrocious system of slavery, 
y buving or holding a siave it is righteous!y demanded o 
him, before we accord to him Christian fellowship, that he 
prove his connection to be voluntary, or justifiable. Tnere 
is unquestionably a distineton between ‘slavery as a sys- 
tem, and the act of elavehoiding.’’ Slavery as a system is 
unspeatably pad; butit does not flow that the “ mere 
relation’’ in every case, is wicked. Yet if the ‘‘syatem’’ is 
30 bad, then connection with itis presumptive evidence of 
want of Christian character. Persons are tu be received ir 
Christian tellowship only on proof that their individual 
connection with it is excusable 


Analogy of Intemperance, 


Indeed this rule of discipline and evidence might be car- 
ried much further, ae it has been of late by a large Conven- 
tion of the Congregational miniatera of Meesachusetta and 
other Statea, aeseu dled in Boston May 31, 1°49, who united 
ina public and sulemn decieration of their views on the 
ubject of Temperance. They unanimously declare tha’ 
idmission to the church was denied to those who drank or 
ueed intoxicating drinks in any degree, “not because they 
might » ot in some c ses be good men, but because while they 
ont nued this course, they die nut give proper evidence of 
being good mn. Nor was this considered us setting up a 
aew tes of evidence of religion but it was viewed as more 
correctly applying the Scriptural test, which through igno- 
rance, had not been so correctiy applied in euch cases 
before.”* 

Surely if the comparatively petty act o* taking oecasion- 
ally and moderate y intoxicating drinks, may rightfully shut 
out even good men from the church, because that one con- 
structive sin outweighed all the evidence of piety in his 
case then the act of using cruel slave laws, to Hold a fel- 
low-being in that most revolting condition—as a slave—a 
condition, which every man, in his own case weuld regard 
as the extremest evil and wrong, may properly be deemed 
prima facie evidence of sin, justifying, nay demanding ex- 
clusion from the chorch, until proof is rendered of the right- 


then divine authority for the admission of slavehoiders to 
the church We have no right to reject from the church 
those whom the Apostles admitted; and still leas right to 
demand that our sister churehes efal! sel yp an unscriptural 
or anti-scripitural test of church membership : and of cours: 
sught not tu expostulate with them when they are only im- 
iat ng the action of the Aposties.”’ 

To the facts as a'leged, we r ply, 

Ist. That modern churches have not considered them- 
selves bound to a literal imitation of Apostolic example in 
laying down the conditions of church membership, bur 
have considered themeeives at liberty, while adhering to the 
general principles of the Bible, to apply those principles to 
the changing exigencies of society. ‘Thus for instance, in 
some of ‘he churches founded by the missionaries of the 
Americen Board, a body which has been very cautious to 
adjust ita mode of procedure to the standard of the Bibie os 
they understand it—they make a p'edge of total abstinence 
‘rom ail intoxicating drinks, a condition of church member- 
ship. Now it has never been pretended that the Apvatles 

Ver required any such pledge from those whom they ad 
mitted to the church, although there was intemperance in 
primitive churches. But the demand for such a condition 
in those churches must be justified from the fact that cir- 
enmetances jvs:ified them in thus departing from a litera! 
mitation of Apostolic example: or rather thev allege, tha: 
by requiring this condition, they are, in their circums ances 
carrying out the true ides of the Aposties ia estahlishing 
churches, which was to bring in converted men, and keep 
out bad men. The American Board has never hinted any 
disapprobation of this departure from Apestolic example. 
though very vigilant and circumspect in adhering to Scrip- 
ture. 

Yet further: some churches sustained by the American 
Board, excommunicate members who use tobacco: a con- 
dition which surely cannot be drawn from any literal ex 
ample of the Aposties. The General Assembly, after long 
delibera'ion, did by solemn vote recommend to the thous 
ands of churches under their care, to discip ine thoee mem- 
hers who practiced dancing, a course for which they could 
plead no rule or precedent trom Scripture, and which they 
voly justified "y the allegation, that these p'ans and reveom- 
mendations, under present exigencies, were adapted in their 
view to preserve the purity and holiness of the churches. 

The cemmittce find a precedent in point in the recent 
case of the Rev. Baptist Noci, of England It is well knuwn 
that he haa withdrawn from the Episcopa! church, and his 
separation, with the reasons for it, have met with general 
approbation amon the Presbyterians and Congregational- 
iats of the United States; at least we have seen in none of 
the papers patronized by those denominations, any censure 
passed on him or his arguments. In justification of his 
course he says, “ 1 have long had doubts about the propri- | 
ety of a connection between the Church and the State;”’ 
“T have come to agree with a writer, that a man is reapon-

People here were accustomed to say—let those who 
have enjoyed the benefits of slavery, suffer from its 
abolition : but there were no benefits, and most slave- 
holders are so convinced. A minister married a lady 
who had slave property, and he wanted to get rid of 
them, and coald not, and asked him how he could ? 
He told him to just hire them out over in Quincy. 
Illinois, ard pretend to be watchful over them, and 
then the abelftionists will certainly come and stea! 
them away. The speaker represented that it was 
the general conviction, that they would be better off 
if they were a free State, and if their slaves were 
stolen, they would shut their eyes and look the other 
way, rather than pursue. Ali desire the freedom of 
the slave; but there is a great abundance of hwman 
nature among us, and that allied to the mule. and 
they won’t speak, therefore, their convictions, tor fear 
of being called abolitionists ; and so, too, when one 
political party advocates freedom, the other party is 
sure to rise 19 Opposition, and vice versa. It is not 
true, the speaker said, that so many Presbyterians 
hold slaves for the sake of the advantage, and there 
are not 1.090 Presbyterians in the South who are not 
willing that their slaves should be taught to read. 
The impression is wrong, that Presbyterians are do- 
ing nothing. The acts of the General Assembly 
show to the contrary; and it is an easy way to get 
the name cf a philanthropist, by standing off ata 
distance and calling hard names, and doing nothing. 
Let such come down where we are, and then if they 
wi'l go faster than we do, we will follow; but they 
will not do it—it will require too much sacrifice. He

This Association, apprehendirg that various errors 
contrary to the doctrines owned in the churches of this 
Colony are spreading and preva'ling in the land; and 
that it is highly necessary for ministers to bear a tes- 
limony against the prevailing errors; this Association 
would earnesily recommend it to the particular As- 
sociations of this Colony to agree among themselves 
frequently tO Insist Upon those doctrines contained in 
our Confession of Faith, which are contrary to the 
prevailing errors of the day; and particularly that 
they would bear a seasovable testimony against So- 
cinianism, Arianism, Pelagianism and Antino. ijan- 
‘sm, Or any other errors that may arise among us,”

respected. The Roman Government had refused to 
comply, or toadmit any French troops into Rome. 


Sravestrarion.—The Roman Triumvirate has |

Roman territories, to be sequestrated and sold, and 
the proceeds to be paid towards repairing the inju- 
‘ies inflicted on Roman citizens; and in order to
